We broke a seasonal record last Sunday
when we picknicked with a family known
collectively—end proudly—as the “Crowley
Clan,” even though wmany of them have
different married names. Of course, I may
have counted a few strange heads among us
in totaling the attendance, but it probably
equalled out—heard later that some of our
kids as well stood in line for cold soft drinks
at the wrong picnic,

Because of the size of our group (and I wish
people would stop asking if we were the Loyal
Order of the Moose on an annual outing), a family
picnic becomes a scientific operation. First, there
